COLONIAL POLICIES DISCUSSED 
AS TO RELATIVE MERITS 


A report of Mr. O. P. Austin, chief 


of the bureau of statistics, as tu the 


colonial governments of the world is an 
in portant document. In it he says that 
the most acceptable and therefore the 
most successful of the colonial systems 
are those in which the largest liberty of 
self @overnment is given to the people. 
The British colcnial systém, which has 
by far outgrown that of any other na- 
tion, gives, wherever practicable, a large 
Gegree of self government to the colo- 
ries; the governors are in all cases aj- 
pointed by the crown, but the lawmaking 
and enforcing power being left to legisia- 
tive bodies which -are elected by the 


veople where practicable, in minor cases 


a portion being elected and a portion 
appointed, and in still others the ap- 
pointments being divided between the 
British government and local municipal 
or trade organizations, the veto power 
being in all cases, however, retained by 
the home government. The _ enforce- 
ment of the laws is entrusted to courts 
and subordinate’ organizations, whose 
members are in Many cases residents or 
natives of the communities under their 
jurisdiction. In the French colonies less 
attention is given to lawmaking and 
administration by local legislative bodies, 
the more important of the colonies being 
given members in the legislative bodies 
of the home government.

ITHE NEW POSTAL SERVICE 


ESTABLISHED IN CUBA 


In the remolding of the government for 


‘the island of Cuba much interest at- 


taches to the work of-the postal depart- 
ment. At thé very start the president 
saw fit, from the nature of things, to 
separate from the military government 
the postal department and place it in 
the hands of a civilian, thereby. creating 
a separate and distinct department to be 
known as the department of posts. Hon. 


.E. G. Rathbone was placed in the charge 


of the work with the title of director 
genéral ‘of the department of posts, and 
on the ist of January, 1899, commenced 
what at the time seemed almost a hape- 
less task—the establishment of a.modern 
postal system for the island. There was 
absolutely nothing left by the Spanish 
administration in the way of records 
that could serve as a finger board (to 
point the way; not a postage stamp nor 
a cent of: money was left. The official 
papers and documents consisted of noth- 
ing thatswas of value to the department, 
being old, obsolete pamphlets and docur 
ments that were of absolutely no use. 
It was a confused mass of chaotic stuff 
turned over to the new director out of 
which he could not hope for assistance 
in his great undertaking. 

The first annual report of the depart- 
ment of posts for the island of Cuba has 
just been issued for the fiscal year, end- 
ing June 1, 1899, showing what work has 
been done jn the first six months of the 
department work. The report is of par- 
ticular historic value, as it contains not 
oniy the statistics and workings of the 
department, {but an interesting account 
‘of the customs prevailing under Spanish 
rule and the difficulties surmounted in 
changing the system.

road facilities. There are seven steam- 
ship routes and eight companies employed 
in handling the mails, and the contract 
price was reduced from about $141,129 per 
annum to $2,200 for six months. There 
are at present thirty railroad routes in 
operation, with a total mileage of 1,054.7 
miles, and the total cost of same is at 
present $1,914, as most of the roads are re- 
guired to handle the mails free of cost.

On investigtion it 
was found that thousands of pieces of 
mail had accumulated and much of 
was dated as far back as 1891, and seem- 
ingly little effort, if ahy, had been made 
to deliver it. It took months of time to 
get all this opened and properly disposed 
of, but the work was finally accomplish- 
ed very. satisfactorily. It is an interest- 
fact to know that undelivered mail 
was received from and returned to sixty- 
foreign countries, covering all civil- 
ized portions of the world. Another feat- 
ure of the postal work in Cuba ig the ne- 
cessity of a ttranslation bureau in connec- 
tion with the postoffice department.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Charles J. Haden, who has studied ex- 
pansion under the English system with 
much care, in speaking of this absorb- 
ingly interesting subject, a few. days ago, 
said: 

“Recent British defeats have brought 
to the surface British sorrows, hitherto 
secured from the public eye by the glit- 
ter of empire. We usually see that na- 
tion in its massave outline from a remote 
tcint of view. In boyhood our ambitious 
dreams are dazzled by its conquests, its 
world-wide dominion, its martial spirit, its 
amazing progress. The groans of the 
laborer and taxpayer are swallowed up 
in the uproar cf glory. The individual, 
the plain man and the toiler are consum- 
ed through slow process by a public pol- 
icy of maintaining the grandeur of the 
nation. The tax rate of Georgia causes 
a constant murmur of discontent, yet, 
compared with the English rates, it is 
barely nominal. Here the tax gatherer 
has not so much as inn!tiated us in that 
mutual oppression league in which every 
Englishman is a pastmaster. Much of 
English rural 
ancient tithe obligations. By this one- 
tenth of its income js paid to the church, 
a system which combines the evils of 
ground rent with that of the first mort- 
cage. Every butcher is charged a special 
fieshier’s ttax, every owner of a vehicle is 
made to pay a-certain amount per wheel, 
krown as the wheel tax, and every 
tradesman, of whatever calling, must put 
a reverue stamp not only upon every 
check, but alsy upon each simple invoice 
or bill, where the purchase is even s0 
much as $5. The government demands 
$2.25 per gallon (equal to more than ten 
times the cost of production) upon whis- 
ky, and exacts a tribute upon tobacco 
which would stagger the avarice of 
Shakespeare’s Venetian Jew.

Peel, .and it was decided to provide a 
niche in which to place the bust, accord- 
ing to a suggestion which she made in 
the letter. 

The bust has not yet been completed, 
but it will be a magnificent marble af- 
fair, executed by one of the most cele- 
brated sculptors in the country. Repre- 
senting as it does the gift of the chil- 
dren of Atlanta to a library which in

As 
an evidence of this fact, in 1895 the cash 
receipts for water rents was $73,562.83: the 
exrenditures for water mains from 1896 to’ 
1899. inclusive, was $73,829.72, and the cash 
receipts for that neriod in excess of the re- 
ceipts for 1895, $101,650.19, being $27,020.47 
more than the expenditures for pipe. The 
cash -receipts for 1899 were $116,302.66, be- 
ing $42.739.63 in excess of the receipts for 
1895. averaging for this year alone 58 
cent of the entire amount invested in water 
mains for the past four years. 

EXTENSION OF MAIN FEEDERS. 

IT cannot too urgently impress upon the board 
the carrying out of the suggestions made by 
me in my annual report for 1897 and 1898 as 
to the ininortance of extending the 
mains as soon as possible. The business por- 
tions of the city have nat the necessary fire 
Whitehall, Alabama, Marietta, 
Decatur, Wall, Loyd, Pryor and 
troad streets, and, in fact, all the business 
portions of the city, depend today upon the 
sAme service main for fire protection that they 
had twenty-three years ago: and the fact that 
we have no serious 
is due more to the efficiency 
partment than to anything else. Should a 
fire in the business portions of the city get 
under good headway all the efficiency of the 
fire department could not stop it without an 
abundant supply of water, backed up by the 
necessary pressure, neither of which could we 
give with the present small mains. 

HYDRANTS AND VALVES.

PLUMBLING AND TAPPINT DEPART- 
MENT. 

During the year 619 new taps were made, 
Very few taps 
1898 and 1899,

On July 3d Mr. Griffin, the contractor, com- 
menced the work of raising and puddling the 
dike.’

PUMPS AND BOILERS. 

‘In’ view of the incréased pumpage the past 
summer and what is likely to follow the com- 
ing summer, I would recommend that another 
battery of boilers be installed at the earliest 
possible moment, as we will be compelled to 
use both pumps much of the day between the 
hours of 6 and 8 p. m., in order to give the 
requisite amount of pressure in the city for 
domestic and fire purposes. Such being the 
case, the time is fast coming, if not now, when 
we shall need the third and larger pump in- 
stalled, to render the city secure from acci- 
dents that are liable to occur to present pumps. 


There ts but one inevitable fect that con-

fronts us now, and that is that we must have 
more boiler capacity before next summer, or 
be badly handicapped in furnishing the city’s 
water supply. 

I would also call your attention to the in- 
stallation of mofe filtering capacity at an 
early day. Our present filters failed to keep 
up the pumpage for two or three hours each 
day during the heavy pumpage of last sum- 
mer, while the heavy sprinkling was going on 
in the evening. We managed to tide over by 
having the filter basin full when the sprink- 
ling would begin, from 5 to 6 p. m._ This 
sprinkling would last usually from one and 
a half to two hours, With all of the filters 
clean and at work full head, when the sprink- 
ling would cease, the basin \@uld lack three 
and a half to five feet of being full. With 
these facts before you, you can readily see 
the necessity of an increased filter supply, and 
that at an early day, to at least 3,000,000 
gallons more than we already have.

TAX COMMITTEE SUBMITS 
REGULAR ANNUAL REPORT 


The tax committee of the city council 
submitted its annual report yesterday. 
The report contains some very interest- 
ing exhibits. 

The first item of interest is that of the 
assessed value of rea] estate. This item 
is comparative and shows a decrease in as 
sessed valuation of 1899 over 1898. The 
figures are as follows:

The personal perty returned in 1899

which shows an increase of $578,893 for 
1899 over 1898, 

An increase in the sanitary tax is also 
shown. In 1899 the tax was $52,178.08, 
against $50,886.80 in 1898, an increase of 
$1,291.28. 

The total income from licensees for 1899 
is as follows: ' 

Generil business, $80,281.80; hacks and 
drays,$5,084.99: wholesale liquor, $2,007.40 
commission returns, $9,458.01; retail liquor, 
$82,060.53. An inerease in each of these 
several sources of revenue is shown. The 
items of increase over 1898 are ay rol- 
lows: General business, $76.15; hacks and 
drays, $4.29; wholesale liquor, $446.35; 
commission returns, $140.90; retail liquor, 
$502.13. 

Total increase for year over 1898 is §$2,- 
477.82. 

The total collections from all sources 
was $1,247,456.44.

City Comptroller J. H. Goldsmith is a most 
valuable official. He and his assitants have 
given your committee much aid, for which we 
return thanks. 

We also return thanks to Mr. W. D. Green, 
city clerk, and’ to his deputies, Mr. W. J. 
Campbell and Mr. J. P, Foster, for many cour- 
tesies shown your committee during the year. 

Mr. J. K. Hunter, city license inspector, has 
been very vigilant in performing the duties 
assigned to him and ever watchful of the 
city’s interests. 

Your committee has reported favorable upon 
a large number of free licenses and in every 
instance has endeavored to have the appli- 
cant avpear before us before taking action. 
free licenses have been given in the 
nature of relief, thus enabling the parties to 
earn something toward their own support. 

We have adjusted during the year a great 
many tax claims where property was sold to 
the city and complications had occurred. It 
has been the aim of the tax committee to ob- 
tain the revenue due the city without’ unduly 
oppressing anyone, and we feel that we have 
carried out our policy to the best of our 
ability.

The an- 
swer is clear—the emancipation of the slaves. 
Emancipation is a great social revolution. The 
inevitable result of a social revolution ts 
crime, because it increases the 
puts the individual at variance with his 
environment and leads directly to discour- 
agement, recklessness and excess. This was 
especially so with the younger generation of 
American negroes. They had not the severe 
training in social customs which their fath- 
ers had—they were restrained by no reverence 
for past conditions, and half-trained as they 
were were influenced by a desire to rise which 
was natural and laudable as it was vague 
and difficult to attain. Their home training 
was bad, their surrounding full of exasperating 
discriminations and injustice. What wonder 
that many of them drifted and are still drifting 
into crime and debauchery. 

What can be done to prevent this? Certainly 
mob violenee and torture will increase rather 
than decrease negro crime. It spreads among 
the otherwise law-abiding masses deep-seated 
sympathy with crime and criminals because 
they honestly believe them to be largely mar- 
tyrs to race prejudice. 

First. We can establish better homes—homes 
of cleanliness, order and discipline, where the 
training of children is a matter of thoughtful 
care, 

Second. We can educate our children. Some 
carelessness on this point is creeping in among 
us. Let us stop; education is the great preven- 
tive of crime. To be sure many uneducated 
men succeed in the world and many educated 
men make hideous failures. But when to an 
honest heart and willing hand is added a train- 
ed. head then the world cries behold the man! 

Third. We must teach our children to work. 
Anything but idleness. There is no kind of 
labor so menial, low and despisable as not 
to be infinitely better than idleness. Make 
your children work continually, faithfully and 
honestly at whatever their hands find to do. 

Fourth. We must reform our social customs 
and build up social classes among ourselves. 
We must set our faces like flint against loose 
and sinuous persons and insist that the as- 
sociates of decent people must themselves be 
decent. e 

Fifth. We must unite in a movement to 
found in Georgia a reformatory for juvenile 
criminals who are now sent to the prison and 
chaingang. White and black Georgians should 
unite in this movement and appeal to the 
nation for funds. Negro crime must be lessen- 
ed and this movement will be an enormous 
help.
